ceived your Commands , occa- 
ſlroned by my Lord of Danby $ 
Anſwer to an Examination of 
a Book entituled , The ed, 
my Lord Danby's Cafe, of wt 
you defired me to give you as 
SB) clear Satisfaftion as I could , of 

= = the matter of Fat, eſpecially 
relating to the Difference of the Accomp, How the 
King's Revenue was left charg'd Lady-day 79 ; which 
as you juſtly ſay, depends on the large DeduQtions ſet 
down by my Lord of Danby, the Charge by Tallies be- 
ing ſeemingly agreed to on both ſides. 

I was not only willing to obey your Commands, but 
alſo inclined of my ſelf , to give the Publick ſome Ac- 
count of this, eſpecially finding my Name often uſed by 
his Lordſhip ; but how ingenuouſly. ſometimes, I leave 
others to judge by the following Account. 

I had before now finiſhed this, but the Sickneſs of my 
neareſt Relations, and my long continuance at Twnbridge- 
Wells this Summer , hindred me from applying my {elt 
ſooner to what I reſolved upon. Beſides, I could not 
till now obtain Certificates, from ſuch places, as were 
to be the ſure Proofs of what I ſhould aſſert ; being 
careful to ſet down nothing, but what I had Vouched 
from the Office or Records, to which it related ; not 
defiring to meddle with Politique Diſputes, nor to en- 
deavour to ſupport Reaſon or Matter of Fa&t with un- 
decent Expreſlions. 

You muſt not therefore, Sir, expe any thing of Ar- 
gument, nor any thing in a digeſted Method ; but as I 
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meet the Particulars, to my beſt knowledge I will ſet 
down the Matter of FaCt.------ | 

The firſt thing that occurs,is about the 2707 [.5 5.1 1 d. 
ſhort upon the Lord Danby's Accompt, when he was Trea- 
ſurer of the Navy (Page 2.) the Sum is miſtaken 40 /. 
perhaps falſe Printed. 

The Matter of Fat is, His Lordſhip left the Treaſurer 
of the Navy's Place in 73.and the Sum of 2747 {5 5.11 d. 
was forgiven him-by a Privy-Scal, bearing date the 21. of 
February, 1676. as the Examiner ſays ; but whether 'twas 
uſed by my Lord, or kepe in Money by him tor fo long a 
time, his Lordſhip beſt knows. 

The next thing is about the 18 Months Tax , which 
was payable in fo Quarterly Payments. The Matter of 
Fad is thus. 

The firſt . Quarter of that Tax was 

charged by the Lord Clifford with 200000 .------- 


the Sum of 
The Second Quarter was charged with 199336 L------- 
And Signed, Clifford. 
The Thisd Quarter was charged with 201 000 {.------- 
And Signed, O-sborne. 


And are fo entred in the Receipt of the Exchequer. 
I had then the Honour to be Secretary to Sir Thomas O/- 
borne, who was then-Lord Treaſurer, as it muſt needs fol- 


Tow when he Signed this Liſt of the Third Quarter , all 


which Original Liſts are now in my hands. 

The next thing is in the Sum , which the Jaſt Three 
Quarters of this Tax brought clear into the Exchequer, all 
Charges deducted, which his Lordſhip affirms to be but 
565498 L 13 5s. 10d.+, 

The Matter of Fa&t is thus. By the Records of the Ex- 
chequer there appears to have been paid upon thoſe Three 
Quarters, to the day that my Lord Danby religned the 
Treaſurers Staff , the Sum of 584718 /. 7.s. 5 d. fo that 
the miſtake herein is 19219 /. 13 s. 6 d.z. Belides,there 
was paid in the Name of Arrears, 7378 Ll. 3 s. 5 d. the 
one halt of which may be preſum'd to be apply'd to this 
part 
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part of the Tax , and then the miſtake will appear to be 


22908. r5 5s. 3 d. and this falls but little ſhort of the- 
Computation of the laſt Three Quarters in the Printed 
Copy by the Examiner of the Condition of the Revenue, 
how it was left by-my Lord Clifford , in which Paper 'tis 
ſaid, not expreſly, but about 600000 L. | 

And for the Sum of 21163 {.6 s. 8d. which my Lord 
Danby lays was charg'd on the Fourth Quarter of that Tax 
by. my Lord Clifford, I know nothing of it ; nor is it pro- 
bable it ſhould be fo , ſince the diſpoſition of the Third 
Quarter was Signed by him, as I have ſhewed before. 

The nexc thing 1s about the Cuſtoms, and the Exami- 
ners words quoted , where he faies it will appear, The 
Cnſtomes never yielded ſo uwmch as in this Lords days. 

The Matter of Fa# is true , and I believe the Cuſtoms 
at that time were Managed by moſt Excellent Commilſio- 
ners; and that which did yet contribute more to it, was 
occaſioned by the Wars abroad ; infomuch, that the Eng- 
liſh were then the Carriers to moſt parts of the World. 

The next thing that occurs , is, That my Lord Danby 
ſays, (Page 2.) the Examiner charges him, With bindring 
Money from coming into the Exchequer, which was lent on 
the Fifth part of the Exciſe, and diverting it to other uſes ; 
which my Lord ſays, is Notoriouſly Falſe. 

In chis place, it ſeems, that rather than my Lord Danby 
would looſe the advantage of fo decent an Expreſlion, of 
calling ſomething notoriouſly falſe , he would Tranſpoſe 
ſome words, leave out others , and flip over all the mat- 
ter of Fa, to make it like the Expreſlion. 

I find the words in the Examiner are theſe, (Page 7. 
line 30.) For when Money was lent on the Credit of the Fifth 
part of Exciſe, he hindred it from coming in (which was 
often complained of publickly at the Exchequer by the Len- 
ders of the Money ) and diverted it to other ſes. 

The words of the Examiner that are here Tranſpos'd, 
is perhaps to try to make it imply, that the Examiner does 
charge my Lord of Danby with hindring Money to be 
lent on the Fifth part of Exciſe; whereas 'tis plain enough, 
it 
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it was for hindring the Money which was lent , to bere- 
paid, according to the AQ of Parliament. 

The words left ont are a whole Parentheſis, viz. ( which 
was often complain'd of publickly at the Exchequer by the 
Lenders of the Money:) If this had been in, it would 
have ſeem'd ſtrange that the Lenders of the Money ſhould 
complain they were hindred to Lend; and Money not 
Lent could not be diverted to other ulcs. 

The Matter of Fad that is lipt over , is ſet down by 
the Examiner , Page 6, line 29. where ſpeaking of” the 
Fifth part of: the Exciſe , his words ate theſe, and can 
hardly be plainer exprels'd : 

For the full 200000 |. was lent in his time , and at his 
going out onthe 25th of March 1679, $3460 |. was left 
to pay, which ſince was paid by theſe preſent Lords Commiſſi- 
ners. \ s 

This 200000 [. was Lent in his time, by Richard Kent 
and Charles Duncombe Eſquires,, and there was left to pay 
at the time when he refigned the Treaſurers Staff, as ap- 
pears by the Records of the Exchequer, $3400 /. which 
was ſince repaid by theſe preſent Lords Commiſſioners , 
and is diſcharg'd in the Exchequer, 

This Sum was part of the Charge left on the Revenue, 
which the Examiner did not include; for the Accompt 
as it is ſer down by him , was onely_ of the Anticipations 
on the Revenue by Tally , and re-payment of Advance- 
Money : butI ſhall take notice of this, together with 0- 
ther more conſiderable Sums, in another place,when I come 
to conſider of the DeduQtions my Lord Danby makes from 
the Charge. Tis likewiſe very true, that Mr. Charles 
Duncombe” did often complain to me at the Exchequer, 
That my Lord Danby did hinder and divert the Money 
from being paid into the Exchequer , according as the 
AQ of Parliament did direc ; andleſt , Sir , you may 
doubt, whether if the Fifth part of the Exciſe had been 
duely paid in, it would have been ſufficient to have re- 
paid the 200000 [. the Matter of Fatt ſtands thus. 

Compute the Excile at 580000. per Annmm, which it 
CCr- 
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certainly yielded, a fifth part of which, from the 24th of 
June 1677, ( at which time the A& commenced) to the 
25th of March 79. being one year and three quarters, 
amounts to 2030001. which is 30001. more than the 
Principal money , towards payment of Intereſt ; which 
in the whole was bur 11920/. 105. 4d. and would yer 
have been much Jeſs , had che fifth part been duely paid 
into the Exchequer to nave diſcharg'd the Loans. As for 
the-Moncys laid to be paid by private Letters and Vou- 
chers, pag.2. the matter of fact is thus. 

There mult cither be a Great Seal or a Privie Seal for 
the iſſuing of any Money in the Exchequer, tho' notwith- 
ſtanding this General Diſcharge there : many conlidera- 
ble Sums ſo iſſued , particularly thoſe in the name of Se- 
cret Service, are afterwards diſtributed to particular per- 
ſons, oft-times by Private Letters or Direfions ; and it 
yet more clearly appears by what hath been faid in the 
foregoing Paragraph , that the $3400 /. of the fifth part 
of Exciſe fo diverted from coming in, was applicd by this 
Lord to other Vſes, in the aſliſtance of his Management, 
ec. by his particular Directions , and was allowed to the 
Commiſſioners of Exciſe upon their Accompts : For it can- 
not be made appear , that any Great Scal ,or Privie Seal 
ever direfed ſpecially, any of this Money from the uſe 
it was appropriated to by AC of Parliament. And as 
for Talleys of Anticipation , at what time the Sums fo 
' Charg'd are paid, or when the Intereſt is ro Commence, 
the Exchequer has no Cognizance of it ; and although 
the Accompt is made up by a Sworn Auditor ; yet his 
Computation of Intereſt mutt ariſe from Private Vouchers, 
and the Lord Treaſurer and Chancellor of the Exchequer 
muſt allow the Accompt, upon the Credit of Private Vou- 
chers-:for they can have noPublike ones from the Exchequer, 
there being no Record of any Real Iſſue to vouch, there ; 
and perhaps theſe preſent Lords Commiſlioners of the 
Treaſury , having ſearch'd into the nature of Talleys of 
- Anticipation , and finding. that by that way of diſpoſing 
of Money, they never can have any Accompt, but what 
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muſt be made up by Private Credit , they endeavour to 
bring all things to be Govern'd by the Records of the 
Exchequer : for what Moneys they are forced to bor- 
row, they borrow upon Loans made in the Exchequer ; 
and Mr. Kichard Kent and Mr. Charles Duncombe , who 
have* lent divers great Sums , have paid it into the Re- 
ceipt of the Exchequer , where the Record will not on- 
ly vouch the Receipt , but the Iſſue ; and of all Moneys 
ſo lent, the Accompt of Intereſt is made up by the Re- 
cords ; and no Combination of Private perſons 1n this 
Method can defraud the King. 

The next thing is about the Poll-Bill, and the Eaitland- 
Merchants, pag. 3. where my Lord Danby ſays, That Bill 
brought into the Exchequer but 256223 |. 25. 4d. The 
Matter of Fa&, as appears by the Records of the Ex- 
chequer, is thus. 

There was paid upon that Bill to the 25th of March 
79. the Sum a —_ [. 4 5. 8d. and no more : but 
the Loans made upon the Credit of that Act amounted 
to 252900 |. which Sum my Lord Danby had the 
whole diſpoſition of ; and is what the Examiner charges 
him with. * 

The Ea$tland-Merchants were promiſed ready Money 
for their Goods, yet were wholly left unſatisfied ; and 
theſe preſent Lords of the Treaſury have upon their Ac- 
compts ſince ſtated , made them Aſſignments upon the 
Hearth-Duty to the Sum of 186585 /. 18 5. gd. and 
have actually performed what this Lord can onely ſay for 
his beſt excuſe.that he intended to have done. And this 
is yet a farther Charge left on the Revenue, which the 
Examiner did not x og 

By what has been faid in the foregoing Paragraph , it 
appears, the Weekly Certificates in the Exchequer cannot 
be Proofs for Moneys diſpos'd by Talleys of Anticipation - 
but my Lord Danby has been pleaſed to ſay the Cauſe is, 
That he has had out of the Exchequer ſome of thoſe 
Certificates which have not been true , and that to the 
Miſtake of Ten or Twelve thouſand pounds in one 
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week. I cannot imagine what my Lord means by this ; 
for I ſuppoſe , had it been really ſo, I have not had fo 
great a ſhare in his Lord(hips favour , but that he would 
have made it appear in a more proper place, if hecould 
have made good any ſuch thing as is pretended. 

The next thing is about the Argument concerning an 
Accompt of the Pells from Eailer 73. to March 79. a- 
mounting to Eight Millions, cc. which my Lord Danby 
(pag. 4-) has made to be Ten Millions and more. The 
repetition of the former Sum | imagine is falſe Printed in 
the Examiner. 

I ſhall not mcddle with their Arguments , but agree 
with my Lord of Danby, that the 200000 1. on the fifth 
part of the Excile is gwice reckon'd , it being included 
in the Act for dishanding the Army : AndI do allo believe 
ſome part of that T4x was not paid in his time ; but not 
ftinding any Inferences to be drawn from it , I have not 
given my (elf the trouble to Examine it : Since if the 
Ordinary Revenue , together with the Accidental Taxes, 
have not amounted to above Ten Millions, as this Lord al- 
leadges has been Publickly Accompted for at the Pells in that 
time ; it will neceſſarily follow, that the Remainder muſt 
be an Anticipation upon the Revenue , which will be beſt 
determined by the Charge he left upon it Lady day 79. in 
the Matter of Fa&t of which much depends ; and I will 
be as Clear as I can when I come to it. 

The next thing 1s about Secret Service. My Lord 
Danby is pleaſed to lay, pag. 5- The juſt Sum paid in 
three years Compleat was 252467 1. But by the Records 
of the Exchequer I finde paid in three years, viz. from 
Lady day 76.to Lady day 79. the Sum of 29491611 15.4d. 
whereof in Mr. Berty's name indeed 2524671. 10 s. 5 d. 
beſides the further Sum of 14640. as thould be private- 
ly dire&ted to be diſtributed in New-yeari-gifts by Mr. 
Berty's hands ; which Sum in the halt years Accompt of 
the Exchequer, is placed under the Head of Secret Ser- 
vice, there being no other proper Head for it, according 


to the Methods of the Exchequer. This Sum being then 
added 
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added to the former , will make the Total of Secret Ser- 
vice for thoſe Three years to amount to 3095561. 1 15.44. 

As to the payment of my Lord Treaſarers Penſion of 
8ooo L. per anmm, 'twas never included in the Accomprs 
of Secret Service tor thoſe Three years, which I ſuppoſe 
the Exarfiiner muſt mean : for it was alter'd by a Privie 
Scal bearing date the rgth of July 1676. to exprels the 
particular Service of that Supt ; the firſt Payment to com- 
mence from Chrifimas 75. But ncither when the Ser- 
vice was exprelicd, as well as before, did my Lord Trea- 
ſurer ever pay Fees for þjs Salary , or the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer pay any for his, as the Examiner rightly at- 
firms. 

The next thing is in the State gf the Revenue left by 
my Lord Clifford. The Matter of Fad is thus. 

My Lord Clifford made a State of the Revenue the 
roth day of June 1673. as follows, viz. 

The Cuſtoms were Charg'd with about 15 3000 /. for 
the Navie,Ordnance, &-c. and I hope this Iaſt Fleet will 
go neer to clear it. 


Almoſt two'thirds of the Rents of the Exciſe for the 


Quarter due at Michaelmas next, is charg'd for the Forces, 
Cofferer, &c. 

All the Forces are provided for, until the 25 of July, 
and the laſt new additional Levies till Michaelmas next. 


The Houtſhold is _— for until Lady day laſt. 


The Treaſurer of the Chamber until Chriftmas laſt, 
except the Old Arrear in the late Lord Treaſurers time. 

The Office of the Works until Lady day laſt. 

The Great Wardrobe hath been ſupply'd from time 
co time, as their moſt preſling Occaſions have required. 

Tanger is Weekly provided for on the Cuſtoms. 

The Ordnance hath had as much yearly in proportion 
as in the former Dutch War : but by reaſon that that Of- 
fice hath not kept the Accompts, I cannot juſtly ſay how 
that Office ſtands. 

The Vicualler is paid within a ſmall matter, except the 
laſt Agreement for the Land-men. 

The 
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The firſt three Quarters of the Tax given by Parlia- 
ment are aſligned ; the three laſt are untouch'd ; which 
amount to about 600000 L. 

There will be in October and November for paythent of 
the Fleet and Yards, in ready money , theſe three follow- 
ing Sums. 

From the Advance of the Exciſe 150000. 
From the French Moncy 1125004. 
Upon the threeQuarters of the Subſidyo8oooo l. 
The Chimney.money and Law-Bill are left free to be 
charg'd as there ſhall be occaſion. 

The Original. of this Paper was drawn by Sir Philip 
Lloyd, by my Lord Clifford's diretions, of which I have 
had a Copie by me ever ſince that time. I cannot ſay 
whoſe Hand it is diretly ; but I can affirm this to be a 
true Copie of it ; and it was ſo acknowledg'd by Sir Pht- 
lip Lloyd, to a Gentleman that I ſent to ſhew it him ; but 
denied that Paper to be his hand. 

I did after this, about the 21 of June, make ſome fur- 
ther Examinations for the Service of my Lord Danby,then 
Lord Treaſurer ; and did preſume, the increaſe of Charge 
on the Cuſtomes by that time was 92905 hl. 17 s. 8d. 
which if reckon'd together with the former Charge, makes 
up the ſum of 245905 /. 17 5. 8d. Bur in the ſame Examuz 
nation | gave my Lord, the Exciſe agreed very neer with 
the ſum 1n the Copie betore recited. 

[ did alſo preſent the Hearth-dnty ro be Charg'd with 
223180. 115. od. but withal explain'd it in theſe 
words, 

This Charge may be paid by the Arrears of Hearth-mo- 
ney due at Lady day laſt ; and at Michaelmas there will be 
half a year due to the King, which amounts to 67500 /. 
which at Michaelmas will begin to be paid by about 2500 /. 
per week ; fo that the Variation herein will amount but 
ro about 93000. in cafe my Lord Danby is plealcd to 
give my Calculation the greateſt Credir. | 

[ do further acknowledge , in that Paper I preſented 
my_Opinion , that the CuStomes would not have paid its 
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Charge at the Chriftmas following , probably by 40000 /. 
but it ſeems the good management of the Cuſtoms,and the 


 fulneſs of Trade, gave Mr. Monnteney occaſion to write 


this Letter to me ,. which I have now by me. - 

SIR, 

"Have a Lift fign'd by the late Lord Treaſurer Clifford , 

** and confirm d by the preſent Lord Treaſurer; the faid Lift 
being wholly paid, onely $4001. payable to the Treaſurer of 
the Navie. 

I do hear there are ſeveral Talleys firuck on the CuStoms, 
but T know not of what walne, nor to whom payable. I un- 
derftand the perſons have made their applications to my Lord 


Treaſurer;and that my Lord intends to make a new Li$l:which 
3s all I can ſay to this affair.

And it is very true I was then Auditor of the Receipt, 
and not Secretary to his Lord(hip at that time. 

In the {ame Paper before mentioned, likewiſe acknow- 
ledge to have given a ſhort State of the Rewenxe, and the 
Expences for that Tear ; wherein at a General Gxeſs I cal- 
culated by way of Debtor and Creditor, that the Expences 
would exceed the Ordinary Income by One million one hun- 
dred ſixty three thouſand four hundred pounds. 

I could not but admire at the ingenious uſe my Lord 
Danby makes of what I then preſented : for believe no 
unprejudic'd man could imagine, that I ſhould give ſuch a 
State, as that ſo great a Revenue as the King then had, 
ſhould not ſupply the Ordinary Charges of the Government 
by above a Million in one year. But my Lord Danby 
was pleas'd to pick out of the Paper onely ſuch words as 
he thought might be uſeful to his parpoſe : for had he ex- 
preſt the true Caule I gave of ſuch a State, (which was 
the time of the War ) the matter had been explain'd ; 
the Expence of the War being ſtated by the Commillio- 
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ners of the Navie to amount in one year to. the ſum of 
1400000 L. 

And in the ſame Paper I allo added in the very next 
words another Calculation for the Enſuing year 74. where 
my Lord Danby might have Itkewiſe found, it he had 
pleaſed, theſe words. 

The State for the enſuing year 74, if 1 i pe peace, will be 
Debtor by Expence, Creditor by Incorhe, 
1167400. 13386500. 
To Balance, 219100. 


1386500. 


So that by a like Calcnlztion , in times of Peace the 
yearly Income would exceed the Expence by Two hundred 
and nineteen thouſand one hundred pounds. 

I will not make any further Kefle&ions on theſe things, 
but keep onely to my Rxle of Matter of Fat, 

The laſt 'thing that occurs, is the State of the Revenue 
how it was lett Charg'd by my Lord of Danby at Lady day 
79. Tis ſet down by the Examiner, and not demed'by 
my Lord of Danby (pag. 10.) to amount to the ſum of 
14855701. 16s. 4d. excepting one Talley of Mr. Mon- 
tague's of 2443 [. which he ſays was paid 1 in his time. 


From this Charge my Lord Danby deducts

The Examination of theſe particulars muſt determine 
the true State of the Charge left on the Kings Revenue + 
which I ſhall endeavour to do with as much Candour and 
Clearneſs as lies if my power. But before I proceed to 
rake the Particulars in their Order, I muſt take notice of 
one {mall M:ftake of my Lord Danby's ; for he reckons 
the Advance on the Excile 20000 1. more than really it 
was , which increaſes his DeduGtions : for the Adwance 
was but 2500001. and is fo ſet down by the Examiner. 
But upon the Farm of the Excile let the 13 of March 
1673, which was a little before my Lord Danby left the 
Staff, the Advance indeed was 270000 /. of which Sum 
his Lordſhip onely diſpos'd of 58352 /. 9s. 6 d. which 
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being charg'd by Tally , was included by the Examiner; 
in the general Account of the charge on the Exciſe by

But this Miſtake is not of much moment, ſince I-pre- 
ſume the Deduction it ſelf is by no means allowable: 

I ſhall rake the particulars in the ſame order, as they 
are ſet down by my Lord Danby. The firſt two are of 
the ſame nature, viz. the 

270000 l. advanced on the Exciſe, and the 
150000. advanced on the Hearth-duty. 

I cannot imagine why theſe ſhould not be Jookt upon 
as ſo much of the Debt left upon the Revenue: it ſeems 
as if it were implied, that it was never to be paid a- 
gain ; but his Lordſhip's reaſon for his opinion is, That 
thoſe Sums are a Security only for the Rent of thoſe great 
Branthes ; which muſt always be done, if his Majeſty were 
in the moſt plentiful Condition of his Exchequer. 

In Anſwer to this, I would in the firſt place ask his 
Lordſhip, What Security is now given for the Rent of 
the Cuſtomes, and what prejudice it would be to His 
Majeſties Revenue, if theſe two branches of the Exciſe 
and Hearth-Duty, were managed as the Cuſtomes are, and 
not Farm'd ; and then there' were no neceſſity of fuch 
a Security (as his Lordſhip calls it) for the payment of 
the Rent. 

As to my own opinion, I cannot but think, that theſe 
two Branches, managed as the Cuſtoms are'; might be 
improved above what they now yield, as well as the 
Cuſtoms now exceed what ever they made to the King, 
when they were Farm'd ; and whilſt they alſo had an 
Anticipation upon them, by way of Security : And per- 
haps it this Advance-Money (that my Lord Danby would 
not have reckon'd as part of the Debt) were not in the 
way , they might at this time- be managed in the like 
manner with the Cuſtoms, with equal advantage to the 
King's affairs , and prevent -many Frauds and Bargains, 
that are this way ſheltered. 

And upon theſe ſeveral accounts this Adwance-Money 
«5 E may 
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inay very properly be called part of the Debt: 

Firft, Becauſe that until it is cleared, his Majeſty is 
not at liberty to manage thoſe two Branches to the beſt 
value. 

Secondly , The Matter of Fa& determines the Argu- 
ment ; for every Quarter the Sum of 22900 [. is really 
paid to thoſe that advanced upon the Exciſe,and 17500 /. 
every half year to the Farmers that advanced upon the 
Hearth-duty ; which certainly makes thoſe two Branches, 
the one now Let for 460000 |. per annum, and the 0- 
ther for 160000 L per anmm {o much leſs worth to the 
King every year as 88000 /. and 350001. amounts to : 


| fo thatI preſume I may juſily conclude, this Advarce-mo- 


ney muſt of neceſſity be accounted as a Debt Icfr upon the 
Revenue ; uvleis my Lord of Danby can demonſtrate, 
that while thoſe Sams are repaying the Advance, to thoſe 
that lent the Money , the King does not receive the leſs 
for it. 

The next Dedu&ion, according to my Lord Danby's pla- 
cing it, i5 101000 l. that was to be diſcharg'd by Orders to 
the Commiſſioners of Exciſe, on the f rﬆt AG for Dibanding. 
This 101000 /. and the 99000 4. mentioned in the next 
DeduGtion,amounting to the Sum of 200000 . was dou- 
ble Security jn the hands of Sir Fohn Fames and Partners, 
to enable them to carry on the Payments that ſhould be 
charg'd on the Exciſe - and in this perplext Condiiion the 
preſent Lords Commiſſioners of the Treaſury tound it at 
Lady day 79. 

The 99000. will receive its proper an{wer in the next 
Paragraph; and this 104000 /. to be diſcharg'd by Orders, 
did not come in, till ſome Months after , by the Tax on 
which it was aſſigned : nor was this Sum: comprehended 
in the Examiners Charge , and theretore ought not to be 
deducted out of it ; fo that without either Malice or Mi- 
ſtakey,the Charge: on the Revenue was as it is ſet down by 
the Examiner, (notwithſtanding this pretence ) among 0- 
thers, of a deduction. 

The next Dedu&tion claim'd by my Lord of Danby 5s 


129000l, 
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1290001. on the ſurplus of the Exciſe ; which my Lortl 
would bave to be no Charge on the Revenne , unleſs the ſur- 
plus fail, which 3s not likely. 

Theſe are my Lord's words , but not intelligible by me, 
while I take the Surplys and the Rent both, to be part of 
the Kings Revenue; (> that in my opinion, if the Surplus 
was charg'd with this Sum, the Rewexne was alſo: and fare 
my Lord of Danby was of the ſame opinion, a little be- 
tore his going out ; for ne had almoſt compleated a Bar- 
gain, to part with the King's title to the Swrplxs,for a con- 
ſiderable Sum of Money : and I am ſure it hath been e- 
ſteemed by the preſent Lords Commiſſioners as a part of 
the Revere , and fo confiderable a part, as hath ſometimes 
come in very {eaſonably, tor many important occaſions. 

But ro make this yet more clear , by matter of fa, 
twill be proper to ſhew the Kings title ro the Surplas, by 
this ſhort Account, v7. | 

The Exciſe tormerly let in abſolute Farm, was now gran- 
ted to Mr. George Daſhwood and others for three years, 
under a certain Rent, with ſeveral Limitations and Re- 
ſtricions for the Kings advantage, v1. 

1. The King bad a Power to make Orders for the better 
regulating the Farmers and their Officers. 

2. T he Contmiſſioners were obliged to keep fair Books of 
Accompts, of all the Duties of Exciſe by thent received, and 
upon Oath to give up ſuch Books. 

3- A certain Sum was conſented to, for the yearly Salaries 
and Allowances to the Sub-collefiors and other inferionr Offi- 
cers ; and incaſe lefs than that Sum ſhould be expended, the 
overplus was to be accounted and paid to the King. 

4. That at the determination of the ſaid Term, in cafe the 
whole Duty of Exciſe made more than the reſerved Rent pay- 
able by the Patent ; they the ſaid George Daſhwood and 
others were to have a further allowance for their Care of Ma- 
nagement, proportioneble to the overplus , and the reſidue of 
the ſaid overplus to be, paid to the Commiſſuoners of Excife 
for His MajeSties uſe. 

Theſe Conditions perhaps had two Reſpe&ts ; one, = 

rac 
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the Exciſe was better paid when Collected for the King, 
than to abſolute Farmers; the other, to try to Improve ir. 
But however , it appears clearly by the whole , that the 
King had as much right to the Surplys, as the Real Rent : 
and ſince all Profits ariſing by the Duty of Excilc, are a- 
like the Kings Money and Revenue, To allow this a De- 
duftion, were likewile to agree, that the Talleys fo ſtruck 
upon the Surplus, were never to be paid again. 

I may therefore preſume to affirm confidently , that 


whatever, either of the Rent or Surplus, had any Charge 


upon it, may very juſtly be eſteemed as ſo much Debt left 
on the Revenue. And thus I hope” tis evident , that of 
theſe three firſt Particulars, (by much the moſt confider-_ 
able part of the Dedu&ions ) there is no Colour for allow- 
ing the leaſt tittle of them. 

The next dedufion claim'd by my Lord Darby 3s the ſum 
of 5 9588 |. which was charg'd by Talleys to pay the Forces 
from Lady day 79. forwards to the firit of July , being 97 
days beyond my Lord Danby's time. 

This Particular I have Examined with the Pay-maſter of 
the Forces, and 'tis acknowledged by him to be very true. 
This Dedu&ion therefore ought to be allowed ; and when 
I ſum up the whole, I will accordingly fubſtrad it. 

The next Deduction 3s for Talleys on the CuStoms made 
uſe Y to carry on the Service of the Navie and Ordnance be- 
yond the ſaid Lady day 79. amounting to 55000 |. 

Concerning this Particular, I have received a Certifi- 
cate from the Office of the Ordnance, very contrary to what 
is aſſerted : for they ſay, That the late Maſter of the Ord- 
nance did obtain from my Lord of Danby, when Lord Trea- 
ſurer, ſometbiug like a Settlement, but onely by a werbal pro- 
miſe, of 416001. perannum to be conftantly paid ont of the 
Cuſtoms by Boo l. per week, for defraying the ordinary ex- 
pence of the Office,and to commence from Midſummer 1677. 

That this continued to be paid but till Feb. to. 77. being 

3 weeks, amounting at that rate to 26400 1. which yet was 
not fully paid before the 13 of May. 1679S. 

Ss that at Lady day 167g. the Office was in arrear of

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this allowance no ſi than 58 weeks , that is 464001. and 
from Lady day 79. to Midſummer [25 168 0. being one 
year and a quarter, 520001. in toto 984 00 /. 

IWhereof received, March 19. 1678. by a Talley ſtruck 
upon the Cuftoms,by order of the late Lord Treaſurer, 1 0000 l. 
for the ordinary expence of the ſaid Office for one Quarter, 
ending at Midſummer 1675: 

More at ſeveral times by order of the Right Honourable the 
Lords Commiſſioners of bis MajeSties Treaſury , for the ordi- 
nary expence thereof till the 24 of June 1680. the ſum of 
214141.

I only give this ſhort Account, to ſhew what'my judg- | 
ment ever was concerning Tallies of Anticipation; 'and am 
at laſt extreamly ſatisfied , ro lee my conſtantly declared 
Opinion approved by the proceedings of "theſe preſent 
Lords Commilſioners of the Treaſury, who uſe their en- | 
deavours to bring the Kings Revere as faft as they can, 
to be Gevernd by Retord, according to the Rwles and 
Methods of the Exchequer , which 1s the Common' Law of 
England. 

Thus, Sir, I have endeavour'd to be-ſo clear in what I 
have done, that it may admit no ContradiQtion ; at leaſt, 
I am not Conſcious to my ſelf, that I have not in every 
thing acknowledged Truth where it appeared, nor have 
denied or afſerted any thing, but what I had proofs to 
juſtifie me in ; and hope it may pive that ſatisfa&tion which
